The Provost of Trinity has offered for the 
sittings of the Convention the large Hall in 
the went House, situated over the archway 
between College’ Green and the College 
Quadrangle, two Committee rooms there, and 
choice of additional rooms in other parts of 
the College. The Hall, 57 feet 6 inches by 45 
feet, provides 2,472 square feet of floor space, 
and the shape lends itself to an easy distribu- 
tion of the necessary seats; it is also of great 
height. It is approached from the Coilege 
entrance by a door in the octagonal part of the 
archway, which leads directly into a small 
hall, with free space of about 15 feet by 20 feet, 
and from whence a stone staircase of forty- 
eight steps, divided into four sections of six, 
seventeen, eleven, and fourteen steps, leads to 
a landing 8 feet by 5 feet 6 inches, from which 
one door gives admittance to the Regent Hall 
and another to a room 21 feet by 18 feet, 
which, with another on the ground floor of 
similar size, is included in the Provost's offer. 
Other rooms for Committees, staff, cloakrooms, 
lavatories, and conversation rooms would be 
found in other parts of the College buildings. 
The accommodation described is that afforded 
by the block of buildings called the Regent 
House. 

The President of tha Royal College of 
Surgeons of Ireland has offered ail the accom- 
modation at the College on the ground and 
first floors, The approach is by the main door 
of-the College on the West side of St. Stephen's 
Green, and passes through the entrance hall 
and vestibule to a staircase of twenty-eight 
steps, divided into three flights of twelve, six, 
and ten steps, by which the first floor is 
reached. On the ground floor there are three 
available for Committees or 
also the library and a  lunch-room.
